tance of a few feet, the entire charge 
of shot with wad, entering the right 
hip of Davis, just below the hip joint, 
ranging down, tearing a hole the size 
of an egg. 
He was hurried to the office of Dr. 
J. F. Waters, on Malone Avenue, who 
gave first aid treatment and advised 
that the patient be taken to the hos­ 
pital for treatment. Dr. Waters stat­ 
ed that he probed for six inches, but 
failed to locate the shot and wads. 
Tom Monan and Luther Glass bro’t 
the injured man to the office of Dr. 
Waters, and Glass made the hospital 
arrangements and had the

tion has- proven successful. 
It 
has 
progressed through the trial and er­ 
ror period of experimentation 
and 
is now' in the second lap, that of ex­ 
pansion. 
This year 
a 
serious problem 
of 
marketing honey has confronted the 
many producers of Southeast Missou­ 
ri. 
More was produced in Southeast 
Missouri than 
could 
be 
marketed 
here. 
As a consequence, many 
in 
dulged in price cutting to the injury 
of all, and there was much 
duplica­ 
tion of selling effort. 
To meet 
the 
new conditions, a meeting has been 
called for all beekeepers of the dis­ 
trict at Morehouse City Hall, Monday 
evening, January 9, to consider prob­ 
lems of selling, co-operatively, main­ 
taining prices, and the purchasing of 
supplies. 
An organization 
will 
be 
formed for co-operative effort. 
During the past year five beekeep­ 
ers in Morehouse produced more than 
eight tons of hohey, four commercial 
producers in Parma did nearly 
as 
well, and the hundreds of others had 
an increased 
crop. 
Next year will 
see a still greater 
expansion. 
The 
ideal conditions for honey production 
is a fringe of hills overlooking rich 
bottom land, where timber, wild flow­ 
ers and cultivated crops abound. No­ 
where in Missouri 
is there 
such 
a 
large body of land answering 
these 
ideals as in Southeast Missouri—few 
in the United State. 
It does not take 
much vision to see 
that 
Southeast 
Missouri will become a veritable land 
flowing with honey, if natural 
ad­ 
vantages are properly exploited. 
The meeting at Morehouse 
is 
to 
tart the machinery of proper busi­ 
ness methods. 
Local meetings will 
later be held throughout the district. 
Talks will he made by O. M. Head­

Beavers are widely famed wood­ 
cutters and builders” 
says 
Vernon 
Bailey, 
of 
the 
Biological 
Survey, 
and, though not endowed with 
the 
degree of intelligence often ascribed 
to them, are remarkably expert along 
their own lines and 
quick to adapt 
themselves to changed conditions, to 
meet unusual problems, or 
to 
take 
warning against new dangers. 
Pati­ 
ence, persistence, strength, 
and 
in­ 
dustry are more important factors in 
their work, however, than quick wit 
or versatile mentality”. 
Beavers, this Department of Agri­ 
culture scientist says, do a great deal 
of digging, hut mainly under water. 
Their ponds are usually deepened con- 
iderably by the removal of mud and 
earth from the bottom for use in dam 
and house construction. 
There is 
a 
popular belief that the heaver’s tail 
is shaped as it is to enable him to use 
it as a trowel 
in 
his 
construction 
work. 
Mr. Bailey, however, has ob­ 
served that the heaver usually brings 
the mud, rock, or sticks with 
which 
he builds in his forearms and that he 
uses the tail to steady him, either by 
planting it on the ground or by wav­ 
ing it from side to side. The real use 
of the tail is as a rudder and some­ 
times as a propeller 
in 
swimming. 
Why bhe beaver’s tail is flat and wide 
answered, he says, if one “sees it 
in use, tilted up, steering one way or 
another, or striking downward as the 
animal dives from the surface. 
Es­ 
pecially is its full width and steering 
power taxed to the limit as the heav­ 
er swims, tuglike, by the side of 
a 
pole or log that it is towing to the 
house, dam, or food cache, with only 
the tail thrown out to one 
side 
to 
keep the swimmer from 
progressing 
circles”. 
In the water also the 
tail 
is used as a “signal gun, 
its 
loud 
slaps on the surface 
of 
the 
water 
serving as warnings to friends or en­ 
emies”. 
Beavers ordinarilly prefer to work 
on trees of small or medium size, but 
Mr. Bailey found the stump of a bal­ 
sam poplar tree 46 inches in diameter 
which beavers had felled. 
Aspen 
or 
poplar and cottonwood trees are 
the 
beaver’s preferred food and building 
material.

Gen. R obert E. I>ee,

military 
hero and leader of the 
South,

born fifteen months a fte r his mother 
bad been laid to rest in h er casket in

tion of honey has been a haphazard 
undertaking In Southeast Missouri— 
a sort of hit and 
miss 
proposition.

of the region for 
honey 
production 
has established itself and the occupa­ 
tion has- proven successful. 
It 
has 
progressed through the trial and er­ 
ror period of experimentation 
and 
is now in the second lap, that of ex­ 
pansion. 
This year 
a 
serious problem 
of 
marketing honey has confronted the 
many producers of Southeast Missou­ 
ri. 
More was produced in Southeast 
Missouri than 
couid 
be 
marketed 
here. 
As a consequence, many 
in­ 
dulged in price cutting to the injury 
of all, and there was much 
duplica­ 
tion of selling effort. 
To meet 
the 
new conditions, a meeting has been 
called for all beekeepers of the dis­ 
trict at Morehouse City Hall, Monday 
evening, January 9, to consider prob­ 
lems of selling, co-operatively, main­ 
taining prices, and the purchasing of 
supplies. 
An organization 
will 
be 
formed for co-operative effort. 
During the past year five beekeep­ 
ers in Morehouse produced more than 
eight tons of hohey, four commercial 
producers in Parma did nearly 
as 
well, and the hundreds of others had 
an increased crop. 
Next year will 
see a still greater 
expansion. 
The 
ideal conditions for honey production 
is a fringe of hills overlooking rich 
bottom land, where timber, wild flow­ 
ers and cultivated crops abound. No­ 
where in Missouri 
is there 
such 
a 
large body of land answering 
these 
ideals as in Southeast Missouri—few 
in the United State. It does not take 
much vision to see 
that 
Southeast 
Missouri will become a veritable land 
flowing with honey, if natural 
ad­ 
vantages are properly exploited. 
The meeting at Morehouee 
is 
to 
tart the machinery of proper busi­ 
ness methods. 
Local meetings will 
later be held throughout the district. 
Talks will be made by O. M. Head­

Beavers are widely famed wood­ 
cutters and

their own lines and quick 
to adapt 
themselves to changed conditions, to 
meet unusual problem«, or 
to 
take 
warning against new dangers. 
Pati­ 
ence, persistence, strength, 
and 
in­ 
dustry are more important factors in 
their work, however, than quick wit 
or versatile mentality”. 
Beavers, this Department of Agri 
culture scientist says, do a great deal 
of digging, but mainly under water 
Their ponds are usually deepened con­ 
siderably by the removal of mud anil 
earth from the bottom for use in dam 
and house construction. 
There is 
popular belief that the beaver’s tail 
is shaped as it is to enable him to use 
it as a trowel 
in 
his 
construction 
work. 
Mr. Bailey, however, has ob­ 
served that the Beaver usually brings 
the mud, rock, or sticks with 
which 
he builds in his forearms and that he 
uses the tail to steady him, either by 
planting it on the ground or by wav­ 
ing it from side to side. The real use 
of the tail is as a rudder and some­ 
times as a propeller 
in 
swimming. 
Why the beaver's tail is flat ami wide 
is answered, he says, if one "sees it 
in use, tilted up, steering one way or 
another, or striking downward as the 
animal dives from the surface.

pecially is its full width and steering 
power taxed to the limit as the beav­ 
er swims, tuglike, by the side of 
a 
pole or log that it is towing to

Income fiom m eat animals has .shown 
consistent growth since 1921-1922. 
The total gross income in the 1926- 
27 crop year was $12,080.000,000, hut 
due th efly to the decline in cotton, 
this tepresented a loss of around 600,- 
000,000

preceding year. 
Otherwise, it was the large-1 
since 
1920-21, and costs of production con­ 
sidered. it was more profitable than 
th a t year.
